Examploo of such toolco includ e acc e g g 
se eurit>', oryptogrophio fttnotiono ( e .g., e ncryption, decryption, oigning, and 
ve rification), fil e managomont, comm e roo, and no forth.

One or more applications 112 and an operating system 1 14 are stored in 
ROM 108. Some applications as well as parts of the oper ating system can reside 
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}n EEPRQM as well. When the smart ca rH is coupled to a card reader and receives 
power, the atT^li'cationrs^ 112 and operating system 114 are exec uted »e 
processor 102. The operating system 1 U eicposes a set of application program 
interfaces (APIs'> that enable resident applicat ions 112 to perform tasks and 
manipulate data on the smart car d. Tn addition, one or more nonresident 
ap plications 116. which execute ext ernal to the smart card (e.g.. programs on 
kiosks, point-of-purchag ^ mactiiTies eto.V mav a lso place function calls with the 
operating svstem 114 to perform tasks or manipulate data on the smart card. 
F.yamples of such tasks include access security, cryptograp hic functions (e.g., 
encryption, decryption, signing, and verificationV. file manage ment commerce. 
and so forth- One suitable operating svstem is th e "Windows for Smart Card" 
operating system from Microsoft Corporation. 
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
